SPECIAL APPEAL FOR PASSOVER RELIEF, 


TT HE COMMITTEE of the above 

Institution, in APPEALING for help 
for the Passover Relief Fund with which the 
winter distribution have customarily closed, 
feel it their duty to lay before the public the 
following summary of the work done in the 
past winter. 

The Kitchen was opened on the 14th 
December, 1896, by the Right Honourable 
the Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoress, and 
will be closed on 26th March, 1897, 67 distriba- 
tions having taken place. 155,000 lbs of Bread 
and 38,000 gallons of Soup will have been 
given away in 138,000 portions.

SHUSHAN PURIM. 

Srr.—Mr. Israel Abrahams, in his bright account of the “ Bank Holiday ” of 
Purim in last week's Jewish Chroniclr, laments that we are still without a copy 
of the inscription on Mordecai and Esther's tomb.

During my short stay in Persia, I managed to acquire 79 Hebrew and 
Hebrew-Persian MSS., as well as several fragments, some of which will, it 1s to 
be hoped, prove important.

THE PURIM MEETING OF THE WESTERN TENT OF THE 
CHOVEVI ZION SOCIETY. 


Sin,—I am a member of the above Tent of the Chovevi Zion Society, and I - 


am one of those who have always taken a great interest in the work of the 
Society. It was, therefore, extremely painful for me to note the proceedings 
at the Purim meeting, foreign as they were to the whole policy of the Society, 
and inimical to its interests. Here at a meeting called in the name of our 
Society not a word was said about the practical work, nor of the results achieved : 
in fact the people who came to know something of its workings were treated 
with the ventilation of a variety of subjects, all of which had nothing to do with 
the Society. The Chairman, Sir Edward Sassoon, who spoke tactfully, and with 
great sympathy, was quite right in alluding to the objects of the Society as 
“ visionary, because so far as any elucidation of those objects at that meeting 
was concerned, the whole Society might be nothing but a day-dream. 

Father Ignatius dealt admirably with his subject (Israel—the Nation) but 
of course, he could not say much about Chovevi Zion work. Dr. Gaster was

Mr. Oswald Simon explained why he was net a member of the Chovevi Zion. 
In a long speech, which waslistened to with growing impatience, Mr. Simon

JEWISH CONSISTORIAL ELECTIONS IN PARIS. 


The Daily Chrofficle of Tuesday published the following paragraph, which 
was evidently based on a statement previously published in Le Figaro: “ A 
considerable stir has been made in Jewish circles in Paris by the prospect of a 
contested election next Sunday for the office of delegate to the Central Con- 
sistory, which was revived by Napoleon in 1806. For many years the nominee 
of the Chief Rabbi has been chosen without opposition, but M. Aron, M. Zadoe 
Kahn’s candidate, meets on this occasion with a formidable adversary in the 

rson of Dr. Metzger. The famous messeur is a Dutchman, but he transferred 
his headquarters to Paris some time ago, and is a very wealthy and influential 
personage. He advocates sweeping reforms, such as the adoption of the Gre- 
gorian calendar, the keeping of the Sabbath on the first instead of the last day 
of the week, and the celebration of the Yom Kippur and other Jewish holidays 
at the periods fixed for Christian feasts and fasts.” . 

We have made inquiries in Paris, and on the best authority have received 
the assurance that M. Aron, who isa Deputy Mayor of one of the Arrondisse- 
ments in Paris, is not a nominee of the Grand Rabbin of France. In fact, 
M. Zadoc Kahn never interferes in electoral contests under any circumstances. 
M. Aron’s candidature was adopted by the accredited representatives of all the 
Jewish religious societies, and all the Administrations in Paris. His election 
appears to be beyond doubt, as Dr. Metzger is not likely to secure more than 
about 50 votes. Dr. Metzger’s circular, in which he advocates sweeping religious 
innovations, has afforded amusement in Paris, where he is known to have a 
personal’grievance against one of the Jewish benevolent institutions. 

We observe in his circular that Dr. Metzger describes himself as a former 
pupil of the Talmud Torah in Paris, and as doctor to several co-operative 
societies. He cannot, therefore, be identical with the celebrated Dutch masseur, 
Dr. Metzger, who on leaving Amsterdam some years ago permanently took up his 
residence at Wiesbaden, where among his patients are the most Hlustrious and 
noble families.on the Continent, 


METROPOLITAN HOSPITAL. 


The Lorp Mayor presided on Thursday, the I&th inst., at the Whiteha 
Rooms of the Hotel Metropéle, at the annual festival dinner in aid of the fund 
of the Metropohtan Hospital, Kingsland Road. Amongst those 
present were the Rev. H. Gollanez (Visiting Minister to the Hospital), 


the Rev. I. Samuel, Dr. A. Cohen, Colonel Montefiore, Mr. Alderman 
Samuel, Messrs. S. G. Asher, J. Bernstein, Louis Davidson, Coleman 


Defries, Leopold de Rothschild, M. Van Boolen, and L. Van Boolen, 

The Lorp Mayor, in proposing the toast, “ Prosperity to the. Hospital, 
said that he was sorry to say that the Treasurer of the Hospital, Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild, was in the distressing position of being in debt to his bankers to the 
extent of £5,000, and that his house was mortgaged for £10,000, CA laugh.) 
Their unfortunate friend, the Treasurer, did not deserve to be so placed. (Hear, 
hear.) Mr. Leopold de Rothschild came from a race whose ethics were charity ; 
he was a member of a house whose name meant charity—(CLoud cheers) — 
and he had spent a great deal of his time, and much of his money, 
He hoped that a generous pabhe would come to the 
Treasurer’s assistance and give him the money that was required. Of all charities 
for which he had pleaded there was none more deserving than the Metropolitan 
Hospital. It was such a simple, straightforward charity. There was no other 
hospital within two miles of it, and to do without it would be impossible. It 
was situated in the very centreof poverty, where it did not, like other hospitals, 
attract the attention of Pahionabis folk and command their support. But the 
Metropolitan Hospital did an enormous amount of admirable work in a poor 
district of London, and it needed a great deal of support. In conclusion the 
Lord Mayor referred to the special arrangements made for Jewish inmates of 
the Hospital. He did not wish to deal with the question-of creed—in suffering 
there were no creeds. It was his private impression that when a doctor was 
attending to a sick man the last thing that he thought of was the religion of his 
vatient. It certainly was so with the medical staff of the Metropolitan 

Lospital. 

Mr. LEovotp Dr Roriscuitp, the Treasurer, in acknowledging the Toast, 
said that when he was asked to become the Treasurer of the hospital, he accepted 
the post readily, because he felt so grateful for all that the institution 
had done for the poor Jews of the neighbourhood. During the past 
year they had treated, in the special department 170 in-patients, and 4,812 
out-patients, and in consequence of the fact that many of the poor 
patients could not speak English they were attended to by those who could 
speak their own language. He congratulated the Lord Mayor on occupying the 
position of Chief Magistrate in such an eventful year, and he was sure that in 
the future he would look back with pride and pleasure on all he had done 
during his Mayoralty. Mr. Leopold de Rothschild then proposed the toast of 
“The Health of the Lord Mayor,’ which was received with enthusiasm. 

Other toasts followed including thatof “ The Visitors,” to which Mr, Alderman 
SAMUEL responded. 

During the evening the SECRETARY announced subscriptions amounting to 
£2,000, of which amount £1,400 was collected by the Lord Mayor.

MINOR CHARITY 


‘“SICK-ROOM HELPS.” 


We have of la:c been called upon to notice the progress of some of the large 
charities in the community, and we have gladly taken the Opportunity of drawia 
attention to the satisfactory nature of their balance-sheets and statistics. t; n 
liberality with which their income is provided, and the ability and success wij 
which it is expended. We venture now to convey to our readers some informs 
tion concerning yet another, and a humbler, charity, since, though but recent 
formed, and equipped at slight expense, it performs work which is greatly needed 
but which the larger charities can scarcely undertake ; and an account of it ms 
touch many compassionate minds for which the balance-sheets and statistics ¢ 
larger organisations have no meaning. 

When the mother of a poor family is ill (at the time of confinement or ¢ 
other times) the nourishments that she requires, and the professional services of 
a doctor and a nurse, are usually placed at her disposal by some charity ; and if 
illness affected her alone no further help would be urgently required during the 
time of her disablement. But, as a rule, she is, during that period, only one of i 
family of sufferers. While she is in bed there is no one to see that her elder 
children go to school, and go clean and tidy, that her husband’s meals an 
properly prepared, that young and helpless children are washed, dressed, a 
fed, and that the living rooms are cleaned and aired as they should le 
Anxious that the comfort and cleanliness of her family should not suffer, the 
mother too often resumes her place in the household before she has fully recovers 
from the effects of her illness or confinement ; and from this cause there 
sometimes results lasting injury to health. For some two years past, there na 


existed a society, the object of which is to give to poor households the help thi 


ig necessary to enable a temporarily invalided mother to feel that her home and 
children are not being neglected during the period of her illness and convalescent, 
For this purpose, sick room helps are engaged to go from house to houre, and 
render such assistance as is necessary to free the mother’s mind from ansity 
concerning the condition of her househoid during her illness. They attend 
the wants of the invalid, and thus make it unnecessary for the husband to si 
away from his work, or for one of the older children to stay away from schoo 
they wash and dress young children, and take them safely to the Infant Schoo y 
Board School ; they see that the rooms are kept clean, and that the washivg « 
linen and household utensils is not neglected. The women who are employed # 
Sick Helps are, as a rule, widows, or those who, from some other cause, a 
dependent on their own work for the support of themselves and their familie 
The cost of the timely services that they render is not great; siace 0 
woman, going from house to house, can. take charge of he 
cases in the same day.

JEWISH LABOUR MOVEMENTS. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The bakers have now decided definitely upon holding a public meeting, 
Whether it will take place before Passover or not will not be known for a day 
or two, as the date fixed will depend upon the convenience of certain gentlemen 
Who have promised their support. The Liberty and Property Defence League 
are giving every assistance in the matter, and I have been asked to attend at a 
meeting of the Individualist Club at Palace Chambers, and lay before the members 
a short statement of the bakers’ position. The petition referred to last week 
is being signed by large numbers of Jewish and non-Jewish sympathisers, On 
the whole, the agreement entered into by the bakers to conform to the law 
is being kept very well, but there are some who are not so faithful as they 
should be. On Sunday morning last three of us made an early morning tour in 
the East End. Between two and three a.m. we discovered three Jewish bakers 
hard at work. This is a mistake, and it is also unfair to the other bakers who 
abide by the rules of the Association. It also goes to show the great lack of 
organisation and combination amongst Jewish workmen, A contemporary last 
week in an article on Jews said : . | 

It is curious that the Jew has hithe: to shown no aptitude for Trades Unionism. He 
will talk valiantly and bravely about his rights and his readiness to strike to enforce 
them ; but he ends with talking. Previously, when any extraordinarily brave Jews have 
actually gone on strike, the employers have been besieged by their coreligionists to be 
taken on in the places rendered vacant by the strikers, who themaelves soon lost heart of 
grace. Jewish workers have no solidarity: they can’t, or won't, combine sufficiently to 
ever b+ strong enough to cause a really serious strike. . . Ptr every Jew who “ comes 
out ” there will always be two ready to take his place at: less money. 

Unfortunately these remarks are only too well justified. Nor do I know of 
any other remedy than constant preaching and lecturing to them on the principles 
of combination and the need of trying to effect by their own means an altera- 
tion in their present sad condition, I am not by any means an advocate of 
strikes. Even if it were possible to gather together all the Jewish hands 
in any one trade into one large building and keep them there until their 
demands were granted, there would be no guarantee that when the men 


returned to work at the increased rate there would not be found some who - 


would accept again the lower price for the purpose of currying favour or securing 
extra work. | 

There is a satisfactory report from Leeds that the clothing factories there 
are in full swing. Unfortunately this is not so in the Kast End of London.

JEWISH LABOUR MOVEMENTS. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The bakers have now decided definitely upon holding a public meeting. 
Whether it will take place before Passover or not will not be known for a day 
or two, as the date fixed will depend upon the convenience of certain gentlemen 
who have promised their support. The Liberty and Property Defence League 
are giving every assistance in the matter, and I have been asked to attend at a 
meeting of the Individualist Club at Palace Chambers, and Jay before the members 
a short statement of the bakers’ position. The petition referred to last week 
is being signed by large numbers of Jewish and non-Jewish sympathisers, On 
the whole, the agreement entered into by the bakers to conform to the law 
is being kept very well, but there are some who are not so faithful as they 
should be. On Sunday morning last three of us made an early morning tour in 
the East End. Between two and three a.m. we discovered three Jewish bakers 
hard at work. This is a mistake, and it is also unfair to the other bakers who 
abide by the rules of the Association. It also goes to show the great lack of 
organisation and combination amongst Jewish workmen, A contemporary last 
week in an article on Jews said : 
| It is curious that the Jew has hithe:to shown no aptitude for Trades Unionism. He 
will talk valiantly and bravely about his rights and his readiness to strike to enforce 
them ; but he ends with talking. Previously, when any extraordinarily brave Jews have 
actually gone on strike, the employers have been besieged by their coreligionists to be 
taken on in the places rendered vacant by the strikers, who themaelves soon lost heart of 
grace. Jewish workers have no solidarity: they can’t, or won't, combine sufficiently to 
ever b+ strong enough to cause a really serious strike. . . . P¥revery Jew who“ comes 
out ” there will always be two ready to take his place at less money. 

Unfortunately these remarks are only too well justified. Nor do I know of 
any other remedy than constant preaching and lecturing to them on the principles 
of combination and the need of fa to effect by their own means an altera- 
tion in their present sad condition. am not by any means an advocate of 
strikes. Even if it were possible to gather together all the Jewish hands 
in any one trade into one large building and keep them there until their 
demands were granted, there would be no guarantee that when the men 
returned to work at the increased rate there would not be found some who 
would accept again the lower price for the purpose of currying favour or securing 
extra work, 3 

There is a satisfactory report from Leeds that the ey factories there 
are in full swing.

“friend Abraham, the Jew,” 
of George ILL. 


But in one respect the 
Portuguese congregation were 
still far ahead of the German, 
viz, in their charities and in- 
stitutions. They had a Hospital! 
for the sick and aged, the Beth 
Holim, that still stands on its 
original site in the Mile End 
Road ; they had societies for 
the visitation and relief of the 
tick and of mourners ; for the 
distribution of bread to the poor, 
for the apprenticeship of boys, 
and for the grant of dowries 
to portionless girls. Moreover, 
and these, perhaps, were the 
most important of their insti- 
tutions, they had three schools, 
an orphan school for the main-

children were to work six hours a day at English and two hours at Hebrew. 


Even the table of diet, (which was the same for young and old, and included an- 


allowance of beer twice every Sunday), and the disciplinary means to be applied 
in dealing with boys who misbehaved, were regulated by the printed constitution 
of the Hospital. Some of the clauses relating to discipline are worth remem- 
bering as illustrative of the educational methods of three generations ago : 


“If any boy shall be detected in a wilful lie, he shall: be fed on bread and water for 
one day, and reproved in the public room by the Superintendent or Master. so that he 
confess his fault, and promise not to offend again: if guilty a second time. he shall, in 
addition to this, have a label affixed to his back with the word “ LIAR” written on it, and 
no one allowed to speak to him, until, by a proper contrition, he is again received into 
favour by the Master or Superintendent. Swearing to be punished in the Jike and most 
solemn manner, Sauciness and wilfulness to incur the same penalty. If the boy prove 
obstinate, and will not make amends, his punishment may continue three days ‘and if not 
yet brought to contrition, or if frequently detected in the same vicious conduct. he must 
be reported to the House Committee, who may order a public whipping; but if 
incorrigible, they shall call an extra meeting of the General Committee, to consider the 
propriety 6f turning him out.” 


Kach girl was to be kept in the House till 15, learning Hebrew, English, 
house-work, needlework, cooking, washing, and ironing. Moreover, it was pro. 
vided by the rules that girls were “to make all the linen required for the House, 
and their own clothes, assisted by the Matron and women in the House,” and “ to 
work at plain work, taken in by the Matron, for the benefit of the Charity.” Ax 
each girl arrived at the age for leaving the House the Committee was bound. 
under the laws of the Institution, © to make inquiries to procure a situation for 
her, either as a servant in a respectable family, or as an apprentice to some 
reputable tradesman ; and if her conduct has proved to be good the Committee 
shall present her with two guineas, to be laid out in proper clothing ; and if, at 
the age of 1‘), she can bring a certilicate of proper conduct from respectable per- 
sons she shall receive the sum of five guineas as a reward.” 

The boys were to be kept at school, learning Hebrew and Hnglish, only 
until they were 12 or 13. They were then to be apprenticed till they were ZF, 
at the workshops attached to the House. Tho workshops are on the left of the 
illustration we give (from a rare print) of the Building in Mile find, the site of 
which is now occupied by Floriston Street. One-half of the profit of any work done 
by apprentices over and above their appointed task was to be their own property 
one-fourth of fhe portion wae to be handed to them weekly, while the remainder 
was to accumulate till the owner was out of his time.

Mansion House. columns on behalf of the Jews’ Deaf. and Dumb Home, 

in connection with which a meeting is to be held to-day at 

the Mansion House. The Lord Mayor has shown himself keenly alive 

to the demands of Jewish charity, and it may be confidently hoped 


that the community will support him in his efforts. Singe 1865, 
when the Jews’ Deaf and Wumb Home was” established, the 


number of wealthy Jews in the community has largely increased, and a Ilome 
for afflicted children ought not to have to refuse admission to them for want 
of accommodation. The excellence of the instruction, the religious, as well as 
the secular and the physical benefits of the Institution have — been 
abundantly proved, and it remains for the community to permit the traming 
to be extended to the limits of its needs. The present building is cramped 
to the verge of insanitary conditions for its present number of inmates, and an 
extension is imperative if any one of the many candidates now seeking 
admission is to be received. Among al! the demands on our charity this 
Institution seems to have a special claim to support, for all other 
children, even the orphaned and the incurable, make their own 
eloquent appeal to us by their own innocent prattle ; these afflicted 
ones ask of us out of the silence that has been laid upon them. 
It should be surely to all mothers and fathers an_ irresistible appeal. 
And there is also a more prosaic reason for generosity. The Jews’ 
Deaf and Dumb Home was the first Institution to introduce into 
Kingland the Oral system, and of this important step in the education of deaf- 
mutes Jews have reason to be proud. There are many Jews in London and in 
the provinces who might, by a stroke of the pen, give themselves the luxury

ment of human knowledge rather than counted by sensational discoveries 
which appeal to the curiosity of the public. His achievements in his 
own domain will be chronicled in due course through the Royal 
Society by some compeer capable of appreciating these achievements 
at their true value. In the meantime we learn with satisfaction that a move- 
ment is likely to be set on foot, having for its object the perpetuation of his 
memory in some suitable form.

Some negotiations between the Spanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue and the Berkeley Street Synagogue have recently 
been concluded, which have resulted in the partition between 
the two congregations of land at (iolder’s Cireen, for the 
purpose of a cemetery. It is eminently desirable that the two congregations 
should take the benefit of this arrangement for the purpose of immediately 
burying the hatchets of strifes which have arisen in each of these congregations. 
In the Berkeley Street Synagogue, Mr. Oswald Simon and his distinguished 
father, Sir John Simon, are retiring from office on the Council, because Mr. 
Oswald Simon was not elected a Warden. A large body of the members of the 
synagogue voted for Mr. Simon, but the majority was not sufficient, and the 
opposition to him was of a nature to cause just indignation, but indignation 
against the opponents and not against the whole body of the synagogue. 
Even the opponents might plead in their defence that Mr. Simon had taken a 
very public and prominent part in professing views with which the congre- 
gation did not agree, and that they did not wish to affirm 
these views by electing him to the Warden's seat; but the important 
fact to remember is that an actual majority of the meeting was in favour 
of Mr. Simon, and that if the whole congregation had been canvassed, 
afar larger number would have been found to support him, as his deep 
and religious interest inthe community and his high character deserved. In the 
circumstances it appears quite unreasonable to quarrel with the synagogue 
as a whole. The proper course would be to appeal from Philip in 1897 
to Philip in 1898, and, doubtless, the mistake which has been made 
would have been rectified. When people act together, especially in 
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religious matters, some mutual concessions are necessary ; and (to borrow 
a homely illustration) a good-tempered man does not leave’ off playing 
because the umpire has ruled him out. The intensity of the 
feelings of some of us on questions relating to public worship, and the 
perilous proximity to the surface of the nerves in Jewish humanity must 
account for the storms that so often arise in these matters, but it is 
wiser and saner, as well as kinder to our fellow creatures, not to make a cause 
of quarrel out of every injustice or want of attention. The dispute in the 
Spanish and Portuguese congregation is more serious.

a glance, many other points will occur to the friends of those bakers who are 
now being compelled to restrict themselyes to. 4), days’ work week, 
while their competitors labour for 6 days at least. Probably the 
better way is not to take ingenious points for harassing the prosecutors, but to 
vet the legislation revised on the model of the Factory Acts, the. benefits 
of which were so signally upheld by the Queen's Beneh Divison the 
recent case of Goldstein v. Vaughan. ‘There may perhaps be difficulties. — It 
was purely a religious question that was agitated when the exceptions in 


favour of Jewish factory girls and the like were introduced into the Statute 


Book. Religious Christians justly thought it a duty to help the poor Jews 
to observe their Sabbath, and Lord Shaftesbury, who was the leader in all 
worksvof Christianity and philanthropy in his day, piloted Sir David Salomons’ 
Bill of TR71 through the House of Lords. Now the element of trade jealousy, 
and suspicion of the foreign alien may come in. Possibly the work will be a 
little more difhcult, but some attempt ought to be made to remove the 
hardship which exists.

the two or three controverted questions of policy in connection with charitable 
administration, which are of real importance to the community, On one 
question, viz., that of the relation between the Board of Guardians and the 
Self-Help Association, the remarks of the President and of Mr. Mocatta were 
judicious and well timed, Mr. Cohen expressed the hope that the founders 
of the Association would be willing to co-operate with the Board of Guardians, 
so far as their work covered the same sphere as that of the Board; and Mr. 
Mocatta mentioned that Mr. Goldreich, in private discussion with him, had 
expressed his earnest desire to avoid conflict with the Board of Guardians. It 
is to be hoped that nothing may occur to banish the spirit of conciliation which 
marked last Sunday's discussion of the relation between the new institation 
and the old. The acrimony of feeling which the subject has already called 
forth 1s due, we think, to the fact that the various parties to the controversy 
have not understood one another's purposes. The founders of the Association 
made the mistake, when first they announced their objects, of sketching a far 
more comprehensive schemethan that which, as we believe, they now intend to 
carry out. They gave the impression that they intended to provide food for the 
hungry, work for the unemployed, amusement for the frivolous, instruction for 
the ignorant, and services for the religious. It was not surprising thatcautious 
workers were led to infer from such a programme that the old evil of “ over- 
lapping,” the great evil from which Jewish charities have suffered in the past, 
was about to reassert itself, and with might and main they attacked the whole 
scheme on account of that defect. The present intention of that Association 
seems, however, to be to confine its efforts to the establishment of a small 
number of departments, the chief amung which are the Arbitration Bureau 
and a Kosher People’s Kitchen. Mr. Schewzik’s commendable efforts at 
conciliation have doubtless allayed much strife, and we are almost tempted to 
commend to his attention the present situation in Berkeley Street and

ANNUAL MEETING, 

The Annual General Meeting of the contributors to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians was held on Sunday last at the offices of the Board, Widegate Street,

The CHAIRMAN, who was cordially greeted said: In rising to moving the 
adoption of the report I do not think I can more appropriately begin the obser- 
vations with which I shall trouble you than by congratulating you on the fact 
that we are now able to hold our annual meetings in our own premises. Not the 
least of the many services which—without boasting be it said—have been 
rendered to the community by our Board, is that we have bronght the general 
community more in touch with their poorer brethren, Forty or fifty years ago 
those who administered the relief to the poor dwelt not far off from the poor, and 
there was, I do not say an intimate, but still, more or less a personal, acquaintance 
hetween the poor who sought, and the wealthy who dispensed, relief. I need not 
go into the causes which have rendered such acquaintance now no longer 
possible. The migration of our community, first to the West and afterwards 
to the North and South of London, and the larger namber of poor with 
whom the Board has to deal, would, but for the Board of (mardians. 
absolutely prevent that personal contact with the poor which our Board created, and 
has zealously fostered, and which I believe is as useful to the rich as it is undoubtedly 
advantageous to the poor. T referred last year to the large ariny of ladies 
and gentlemen whom this Board has enlisted in the sacred work of the relief 
of the poor, and IT am convinced that could we bring more of our wealthy 
brethren to witness some of the distress which an occasional visit here would 
bring before their eyes, and of which it is only charitable to suppose they 
are absolutely unaware in the sphere of Juxury in which they move, much 
of our financial trouble would disappear, and many would help us spontaneously 
whom somehow we cannot now get at, in spite of all our efforts, and in spite 
of constant schemes, again and again adopted and moditied, to organise and to 
strengthen the canvassing committee, 

The Finance of the Year. | 

And before I touch on the work of the past year I iust, as usual refer 
to the finance of the year. IT cannot say that satisfies me. You .will say that 
is not wonderful. One occupying my position at the head of a great charity 
never can be, and perhaps never ought to be, satisfied. Ile always wants 
more. That may be true. Nevertheless, I venture respectfully to urge that 
our Board is not adequately supported. The area whence we draw our support 
is too small. It scarcely expands at all. Again and again the same old friends 
help us, but we do not get support from those new sources where we are 
entitled to look for it, and where, indeed, [ am convinced we should obtain it, 
could we only get our claims advocated by those who know our needs, and who 
have influence in those prolific. quarters. Our subscription list, again, is a 
proof of the inadequate support we receive. Last year it reached £1,650. Ten 
years ago it was £1,250. The number ‘of cases relieved in that year, without 
reference to the Loan and Industrial Committee and the Russian Jewish Conjoint 
Committee, was 3.513 against 4,566 last year, which, as our report states, was 
mn the whole « favourable year to the poor. Ought not our subscription list to 
grow at least in proportion to the demands upon us? I have never been in 
favour of pressing those to become annual subscribers who are annual donors, 
because | balieve we get more in the form of a donation than we should from the 
BaIne person as an annual subscriber. For some reason people appear to think 
& guinea or two guineas as an annual sulfscription is enough for an Institution 
which has seven or eight different charitable duties cast upon it, when those 
same benevolent persons would probably readily give a guinea every year to 
each of those purposes were they served by the cumbrous and costly machinery 
of a separate charity. Take our Sanitary Committee as a typical instance. Our 
Board does no more useful —nay, more indispenable—work than in visiting and 
inspecting the dwellings of our poor, and in securing, as far as we can, their 
maintenance in a proper sanitary condition. Last year 3 274 visits were paid by 
our Sanitary Inspector to 1,503 houses, All this work is done by means of 
the machinery of our Board at a cost of little more than the salary of our 
Sanitary Inspector directed by the capable hands and experienced head of my 
friend, Mr. D. F. Schloss. [fa separate rociety existed for such duty, I doubt.not it 
would receive—and it would certainly merit and even require—many annual 
subscriptions of £1 Ie. Od. from many annual subscribers. But even giving 
weight to this contrast between annual donations and annual subscriptions, the 
latter remain undoubtedly a very valuable because a very reliable means of 
support, and I do think it is humiliating that this, the first charity in the 
community should only have a subscription list of £1,650. Before I leave this 
subject of finance I must say a word to thank those, who have with such zeal 
and industry raised the synagogue collections for us. Nobody knows better than 
myself the arduous labour which these collections involve. I regret, as I know 
those who raise the collections do, that their efforts are not rewarded by results 
more in proportion to their labour, but at least they should know, that which I 
am glad to convey to them in public, as 1. bave often in private, how grateful 
the Board is for their eelf-sacrificing labour. I should mention also the Bavs- 
water Synagogue, which again has set apart from its surplus £50 for the 
Board. There are many who think the United Synagogue should increase its 
subvention from the amount which was fixed more than twenty years ago. I 
am afraid the demands of the constituent synagogues make this impossible, but 
that only increases our claims on those synagogues who are blessed with a 
surplus, a portion of which I think the congregants themselves would be glad 
to see applied, as is done by the Bayswater Synagogue, to the Board of 
Guardians,

Chairman. The Jewish Board of Guardians was indeed a great blessing for the 
Jewish poor of London. Those who knew very little about charitable work were 
sometimes apt to reproach the existing charitable institutions for encouraging 
poverty and creating pauperis.

It was the 
proud boast of Jews that they supported their own poor, who were no charge on 
the general population. The amount of gifts from the Board of fixed allowances 
was, of course, very large. It was always an increasing quantity, and he hoped 
to see it still larger, because the fixed allowances were given not to enable people 
to live in idleness, but to those who, being either by age or disease, unable to 
obtain their own livelihood, would starve, or go to the workhouse, if it were not 
for the allowances of the Board. To say that the Board was not supported would be 
to malign the kindness of many friends, but to say thatthe Board was not adequately 
supported was a truism, The Chairman had referred to the proposal to found a 
Provident Free Dispensary in Kast London. He had for many years been 
working against movements of the same kind in other districts of London, and 
he had always supported the parochial institutions, which they had tried to 
render as perfect as possible. The Free Dispensaries already existing were good 
enough for the Christian poor and should be good enough for the Jewish poor. 
Where matters of religion were concerned it was advisable for the Jewish poor 
to have special provision, but as there were no specilically Jewish ailments, he did 
not think there was any need for a special organisation to relieve Jews of disease. 
All that was requisite was that existing institutions should be made as efficient 
as possible. With regard to the still newer scheme of certain gentlemen to 
establish a new relief Association in Kast London, he confessed that he read of 
the scheme with great pain, and he had not yet recovered entirely from the 
shock, It had always been his aim to unite relief societies that were working 
in the same direction, and he had succeeded in many instances. They could 
therefore imagine that the idea of creating a counter Board of Guardians 
occasioned him much concern. He thought that the Jewish Board of Guardians 
constituted as it was with amass of intelligence devoted to its work could be 
trusted to continue the relief of the Jewish poor, and he was sure that the estab- 
lishment of another institution of a similar nature would foster that pauperism 
which it had been the aim of the Board to minimise. He had the pleasure of 
knowing Mr. Goldreich, who was an excellent man, and whom he had hoped to have

Mr. Goldreich had assured him that there was not the slightest disposition to 
compete with the Board of Guardians, and that led him to hope that the scheme 
would. disappear, and that they would unite with them in exercising all their 
intelligence, and as much as possible of their means, tywards maintaining and 
rendering as perfect as possible the Jewish Board of Guardians-- (Cheers. ) 

Mr. HegpMaANN LANDAU said that the question of the Jewish Dispensary 
had never been before the Board. The Board when it undertook the charitable 
relief also took over the medical relief formerly dispensed by the Synagogues. 
It appeared that that relief was still continued judging by the statement in the 
report that nearly £LO00 had been expended on medical relief. In the returns 
to Parliament for the past year 800 Jewish applicants for medical relief at the 
Whitechapel Workhouse were classed as paupera. If the community prided 
itself upon relieving its own poor, surely it would not contive its relief to those 
only who were poor, but would extend it to those who were il besides being 
poor. It was in order to avoid pauperising that it was decided to ask the Board 
for a list of its clients, and the managers of the Dispensary would undertake to 
relieve only those whom the Board knew were deserving of relief. If at the end 
of the tirst year of the existence of the Dispensary the Board was not convinced 
that it supplied a genuine want and accomplished good he was prepared to 
advocate its being closed. Mr, Landau then referred to the large amounts that 
were given by charitable persons in response to begging letters, and he appealed 
to the community to send all begging letters that they received to the Board 
of Guardians. No doubt in many cases such letters were genuine and the 
applicants worthy of charity, and in such instances the Board would not withhold 
its support. But the bulk of begging letters emanated from impostors, and the 
machinery of the Board should be used in order to sift the deserving applications 
from those that were undeserving. 

Mr. A. E. Sypney denied that the Board took over the medical relief at the 
time that it undertook the general charitable relief. It was taken over at a 
subsequent period when the Board found that the medical relief of the Jewish 
poor by the Synagogues was badly administered. After a time the matter was 
discussed by the Board, and it was decided to relinquish the special medical 
relief of the poor, and a system was introduced by means of which the medical 
men who were practising in the neighbourhood should undertake the medical 
relief of poor Jews. No complaints against this system had ever been made by 
the poor. He did not think that the linguistic disadvantage upon which so much 


stress was laid by the promoters of the Dispensary was very great, even if it - 


existed at all, and he could see no necessity whatever for an essentially Jewish 
Dispensary. | 

‘THe CHAIRMAN then announced that the following members of the Board 
had been elected : Hon. Walter Rothschild, Dr. A. Cohen, Meesrs.

Mr. 8. 8. OprpeNugio said that he had come across many instances in which 
the lads who had been apprenticed by the Board were not properly fed. Some 
employers had told him that the lads through lack of nourishment were too weak 
to perform their work. He suggested that the Board should provide cheap 
dinners for apprentices whose parents were too poor to provide the meals. 

Mr. B.S. Marks confirmed Mr. Oppenheiin’s remarks, 

Mr. M. A. Green said thar the guardian of the apprentice should be informed 
when the lad of whom they took charge was in distress. The guardian would 
then bring the matter under the notice of the Secretary of the Board, and the 
parents of the lad would be invited to come before the Board and their case 
would be dealt with es one of ordinary relief. 

The report was then adopted. |

Much inconvenience and hardship have been experienced since the com- 
mencement of the present series of persecutions, owing to the difficulty in 
obtaining copies of the Act under which the prosecutions are instituted. Itis a 
Local Act, and, therefore, not contained in the ordinary collections of the 
statutes: and the same fact doubtless accounts for the accident that some of its 
most antiquated provisions are not yet repealed. We have thought it useful to 
print a full abstract of the material parts of the Act. It is in many 
respects similar to the Act in the public general statutes, relating to a wider 
area and called the Bread Act, 1836 ; but there are differences, and the danger 
of referring to one Act for the contents of another is obvious, The original Act, 
of which we give an abstract below, is 3 George IV., Chapter 106. Some of its 
provisions have been impliedly repealed by later statutes as to procedure, term 
of imprisonment for default in penalties, &c., 

An Act to repeal the Acts now in force relating to Bread to be sold in the 
City of London and the Liberties thereof, and within the Weekly Bills of Mor-

The administration of 
justice should be undertaken in its entirety by the State and as it was absolutely 
necessary that a judge or a magistrate should understand the evidence brought 
before him, it was one of the obligations of the State to provide for the courts 
efficient interpreters. He thought their action should take the form of pressing 
on the judges the necessity to employ interpreters who were not at once 
witnesses, interpreters and agents. 

Mr. N. 8S. Josern, in seconding the vote, said that he entirely agreed with 
the Rev. S. Singer in the opinion he had expressed on the vexed question of the 
appointment of interpreter. With reference to Mr. N, L. Cohen's allusion to his 
services, he wished to putin a disclaimer. Whatever success had been attained 
in connection with the Bureau was mainly due to Mr. J. E. Blank, whose ser- 
vices had been absolutely invaluable. In connection with this department Mr. 
Joseph also acknowledged the services that had been rendered by the Visiting 
Committee. 

The vote was then carried, and the CHAIRMAN briefly replied. 

Before the meeting dispersed Mr. L. EMANUEL said that he concurred with 
the opinion that the interpreters should be appointed by the State, but the Com- 
mittee had only to concern itself with the fact that a scandal existed through 
the non-appointment of official interpreters, and to endeavour to remedy the 
evil by appointing an interpreter for those courts that most required the ser- 
vices of such an individual. 


THE SUNDAY BAKING QUESTION. 


A meeting has been arranged on the Jewish Baking Question for next 
Wednesday evening at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, at’ 8 p.m) Sir Samuel 
Montagu, Bart., M.P., to take the chair. : 


On Thursday, the 18th inst., at Worship Street Police Court, before Mr. 
Cluer, Mr. S. Solomons, of 48, Brick Lane, E., was summoned for selling or 
exposing to sale on the previous Lord's Day, before 9 a.m., bread, rolls or cakes, 
contrary to the Statute, Mr. T. W. Moore appeared to prosecute. 

Mr. Moore said that the summons was not taken out for any vindictive 
feeling, but in consequence of the recent prosecutions at the hands of the Amal- 
gamated Union of Operative’ Bakers and Confectioners, the members of the 
Jewish Master Bakers’ Association and others had agreed to keep their shops 
closed till 9 a.m. on Sunday mornings, Notice of this arrangement had been sent 
to the defendant, who was a Jew, but he had defied the Association, and very 
reluctantly they felt compelled, in order to protect themselves, to take these 
proceedings. If, however, defendant would give an undertaking to close till 
4 the same as the others, the summons would be withdrawn. Defendant had. 
however, refused to do this. 

Evidence was then given that the shop door was open on Sunday, at 7°15 
a.m., and customers were being supplied with bread and cakes. ‘The shutters 
were taken down at 7°20, and barrows were being loaded up with cakes. Defen- 
dant. was spoken to, and admitted the offence, but contended © it was only 
cakes.” 

Mr. Tobias J. Bonn and Mr. Isaac Baittle gave corroborative evidence. 
Defendant pleaded that he was not a bread baker,—Mr. Cluer: A confectioner 
is a baker, is'nt he. He bakes, does'nt he, or does he sell the things raw ?—-Mr. 
Moore : We do not wish in any way to press the matter, and very much regret 
that proceedings have to be taken. However, certain) people deem it their 
business to come every Sunday from the West Lind of London to prosecute the 
Jews in the Kast End, and we are bound to take some steps to protect ourselves, 

Mr. CLUER: ts., and 2s. costs. | 

Mr. Henri Kisch, shopman to Messrs. Brett and Beney, trading as the 
Empress Bakery in Wentworth Street, was also summoned for the same offence. 
—Mr. Moore stated that putting the matter ina very fair light, he thought the 
Christians who were most anxious that Jewsshould observe the law, ought them- 
selves, as they were prosecuting so freely, also to observe the Statute.— Mr. Cluer : 
Do you admit the offence? Defendant: I admit selling bread and rolls before 
o’clock.—Mr. Cluer: Are you willing to give an undertaking not to do so 
again.—Defendant: Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Moore: Upon that, and with your permission, Sir, | will withdraw the 
summons, on payment of costs.

The Jewish agricultural colony at Atwood, near Denver Colo., re rted 
in desperate straits, has been put on a living basis by a donation of 2,000 ollars 
from the Baron de Hirsch Fund. Mr. Alfred Muller will donate the town site 
to the colonists. A creamery, near by, he says will yield to each colonist having 
one cow, a return of four dollars weekly. The B'nai B'rith of Denver have been 
the good Samaritans. A colony of 1,000 souls is peepering to leave Philadelphia 
to go across the Continent, and locate in California, The Rev. Dr. Jacob 
Voorsanger, is giving them a helping hand. A number have already been engaged 
in farming, and all are very buoyant with hope and expectancy. ; “i 

A notable symposium on the “Position of Woman in the Synagogue, 
marked the sixth anniversary number of Dr. Emil G. Hirsch’s Reform Advocate, 
The largest number of the representative Jewesses are of opinion that there is 
as yet no greater opportunity for the Jewess's best work than in the home circle. 
She can, when properly equipped, do most excellent work in the schools, and 


can at all times supplement its lessons ; she can occupy a place on School Boards | 


and other Boards, when competent to fill it, but there is no reat desire on the 
part of these women to see their sex act as Rabbis. The list of Jewesses in this 
country known to have occupied pulpits, comprises Miss Ray Frank, who 
officiated at Spokane Falls, Washington, on Yom Kippur, a few years ago ; Mrs. 
Frederick K. Nathan, of New York; and Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon, of Chicago. 
Several young women, two of them Christians, have attended the Hebrew 
Union College as special students, and one, Miss Emily Bloch, completed the 
course, but was never ordained. She is now connected with the Jewish Manual 
‘Training School of Chicago. 

Emanuel Lehman, President of the Hebrew Benevolent and Orphan Asylum 
of New York City, has given the Trustees of that Institution 100,000 dollars, the 


income of which is to be used in the interest of wards of the Institution after 


they have left its walls, The occasion of the gift was the 70th birthday anniver- 
sary of the gentleman, and his interest in the orphans comes from the fact that 
he has been connected with the Institution over 40 years. The income is to be 
used to teach the wards a profession or trade, or to develop their artistic talents, 
The limit of the allowance to any one beneficiary for any one year is 250 dollars. 
Mr. Lebman was born in Wurzburg, Germany, came to this country when quite 
young, and as a member of the firm Lehman Brothers helped to develop the 
resources of the Southern States, ! 

Jacob H. Schiff has donated 5,000 dollars to the Gemiluth Hasodim Associa- 
tion of New York City. This Society, started five years ago with a capital of 95 
dollars. loans money to the poor, mostly Jews, without interest or expense. Its 
capital, apart from the new accession, has grown to 5,365 dollars, and during its 
existence it has made loans in sums not exceeding 25 dollars each, amounting in 
all to 27,792 dollars, thus reaching 3,240 persons. Responsible surety is always 
required, and the money is always repaid in weekly instalments of 10 per cent. 
each. Many borrowers have thus been made self-supporting. The Society is 
made up largely of Russian American Jews, and it is of great assistance to the 
United Hebrew Charities. This leading charity also invokes the aid of a 
Christian organisation, St. Bartholomew's, and of the municipal pawnbroker, the 
Provident Loan Association. It is worth while recording in this same connec- 
tion that a party of Russian American gentlemen has been formed to do per- 
sonal service in connection with the United Hebrew Charities. The co-operation 
bespeaks much for coming cordial relations.

interfered with the religion of their subjects. Here the field was prepared for a 
freer religious movement. That the Jews had not been inactive is evident from 
the fact that soon after the Lutheran Reformation arose, Unitarianism made its way 
into Transylvania. Jewish doctrine is inseparable from the teaching of Uni- 
tarianism, which isa protest against the ruling doctrine of the Church. In Switzer- 
land and Italy there arose towards the end of the 16th century, as a 
last development of the old Cathars and Waldenses, the sect of anti Trinitarians 
and the Unitarians. Persecuted there, some of the adherents of these views found 
refuge in Poland, and then in ‘Transylvania under the rule of John Sigiamund. 
One of the first proselytes was Franz Davidis, a Catholic priest, who finally 
found salvation in the word of the Bible alone. In 1566 he founded the Unitarian 
Church of Transylvania. Soon this Church became the object of persecution, 
and Davidis died as a martyr. The seed thus sown fell on fertile ground. In all 
probability, this ground was already permeated by Jewish doctrines and traditions 
taught by the Chozars and Bogomils. Davidis may be regarded as the real founder 
of the Sabbatarians, who were an offshoot of these Unitarians. The principal 
apostle of Sabbatarianisin was the adopted son of Eossi—Simon Pechi (1560-1645 ) 
Having travelled through many countries, he must have come in contact with 
Sephardic Jews in the Levant, This is proved by the Prayer Book which he 
translated into Hungarian, and the manner in which he pronounced the Hebrew. 
He was a profound Hebraist, and knew at least twelve languages. He became 
Chancellor of Transylvania, and occupied many otoer high offices. But Rakoezi, 
induced by political motives and greed of gold, decreed the extermination ot 
these Sabbatarians. Pechi himself was, in his old age, imprisoned and ill-treated. 
However, he escaped to Turkey, from which country he sent letters of comfort 
to his friends. Although the Sibbatarians were almost annihilated, they per. 
sisted’ for upwards of 200 years, and in the year 1840 they openly declared 
themselves Jews. They were so called because they kept the Jewish Sabbath. 
The Jewish hymns which they were in the habit of singing were well wo 
translating iato English, as some of them had already been translated 
German. The remarkab!e manner in which the tenets of Judaism had 
spread among the Christian peoples of Europe in the past augured well for 


realisation of its mission in the future.

Decrease of Jewish Landowners in Elizavetgrad. 

Irom a statistical report recently published by the County Council of the 
hizavetgrad district. 1t appears that the ownership of land has been gradually 
increasing since [S&8, among merchants and German colonists, while the number 
of Jewish landowners is steadily declining, owing to the provisional regulations 
of 

With regard to the consequences of these regulations, it may be of interest 
to quote an utterance of the Smolensk Vestnik, ‘Vhis newspaper, which is far 
from being friendly to the Jews, declares that the arguments intended to prove 
the dangers arising from Jews residing in villages, cannot survive impartial 
examination, and demands that the Jews should be allowed to escape from the 
crowded towns into the broad fields and meadows, It states, in this connection, 
that amony the Jews, who have grown upin the country, there are to be met 
agricultural labourers, with whom the peasants themselves are delighted. 

The Jews of Finland. 


The Helsingfors correspondent of the Bultic Listok describes as follows the 
position of the Jéws in Finland :— 

“The question as to the position of the Jews in Finland was already raised 
at the Diet of 1804. By virtue of the law of 185% Jews are not entitled to a final 
domicile in that country, but may only live there with a permit of residence 
granted for a certain term. Owing to the mild application of the law by the 
Finnish Government there is a native Jewish population, but its rights are so 
limited, and its stay so hampered by severe enactments (they are, for instance, 
debarred from marrying under the penalty of expulsion), that their position 
must be regarded as miserable and precarious, It is hardly surprising, therefore, 
that the Finns, who are noted for their sense of justice, should insist at last on 
the removal of this injustice to the native Jewish population, Accordingly the 
civil estate has humbly petitioned the Emperor to.confirm a law yranting to 
native and domiciled Jews the right of Finnish citizenship, while allowing the 
others to trade in accordance with the regulations about foreigners generally.” 

Jewish Education in Kiev. 

The Aicv Slovo quotes an extract froma pamphlet on the Nizhni fair, bearing 
on the educational] statistics of the Kiev scholastic district. It results from those 
data that, while the mean progress of the pupils generally averages 77°77 per cent., 
the highest percentage of proficiency, viz., {42 per cent., prevails among the 
Jewish pupils of the gymnasia and professional schools. 

But against these statistics must be set the fact that these pupils represent 
only a small percentage of the Jews of Kiev. The bulk of Jewish children 
there, 39,452, attend the Chedarim, while only 7,000 are provided for in schools 
of the modern type. 

Jewish Tobacco Planters. | 
The township of Bar owns a large quantity of land which is annually 
rented to citizens of that town, . Formerly the land was rented exclusively to 
non-Jewish citizens, but for the past few years the town council has also admitted 
Jewish tenants. These mostly plant tobacco on their plots, and, by dint of 
careful cultivation, obtain splendid results, and earn a modest living by hard 
work. The planters sell the tobacco to manufacturers, and after a good harvest 
the total yield is considerable. 

The Spirit Monopoly. 

A contractor of the Tarashtoha district, who had been reproached with 
using Jewish workmen for bottling crown spirits, has published the following 
statement in the Kiev/anin :-— 

“ Art. 9 of the agreement concluded by me with the manager of the Staro- 
Zhitov crown spirit stores, No. 13, for bottling the spirits, contains the following 
clause: Jews must not be admitted to the work on any account whatsoever. 
I have not, therefore, employed a single Jew up to the present for any work, 
either within or outside the stores.” 


New Villages.”’ 


The newspapers publish rumours of an intended transformation of many 
boroughs into district towns, or into villages. Those boroughs that can boast of 
a large population and extensive trade will receive the former appellation, while 
all the others are to be turned into rural settlements. This implies a further 
expulsion of Jews.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

A deputation frm the Jewish community at Czegled recently waited on 
the Hungarian Minister of Public Worship for the purpose of soliciting a sub- 
vention, Although not a Jew, Francis Kossuth, eldest son of the great 
Hungarian patriot, headed the deputation, whose request was readily complied 
with. 

Another anti-Semite of Vienna has been convicted of slander in open 
Court, This time it is the well-known Ernest Schneider, against whom it was 
shown some time ago that he had handed in false voting papers in the Lower 
Chamber of Legislature. He has indeed been distinguished since he entered 
upon public hfe for his rudeness of pee! and attack, and was responsible for 
the spread, if not the invention, of the “ Schussyeld” for Jews. Doubtless he 
would ere now have been brought to justice, but he always managed to screen 
himself behind the “ privilege” of the M.P. It was plainly his intention to do 
so on this occasion also, for though the action for libel was brought against him 
during the intérim bet'veen the sessions, when all are candidates waiting election, 
his counsel did his utraost to vain remand after remand so as to drive the hearing 
of the case into the Parliamentary Session, But the plaintiff was equally wide 
awake, and this time conquered. The defendant had openly stated that Herr 
Anton Remec, the candidate of the anti-Social Democrats, had received bribes 
at his hands to induce him to agitate against that party. It had been placed 
heyond doubt that the man who received money from Schneider was not Anton, 
but one Wilbelm Remec. Both men bearing the name of Remec were brought 
into Court on the last day of the trial, and nothing but a verdict for the plaintiff 
was possible. Schneider was sentenced to one months imprisonment. Truly 
this as only asmall affair, but it shows the state into which the anti-Semitic 
Party are falling. Lueger falsifies the Imperial speech, and frora that down- 
wards we meet with le upon lie. - Of course the anti-Semitic Journals do not 
report the above case. That is the old tale, and in thus ignoring what does not 
suit them, they are unfortunately only too much like some organs belongrnyg .to 
other parties. If a Jew had been guilty of equally treacherous conduct as 
Schneider, how the elastic Jewish conscience would have been commented upon.

Herr Leon Brodsky recently offered to the Munici ality of Kieff the sum 
of 120,000 roubles for the establishment of a People’s Bank. which would enable 
artisans and small traders to contract loans at a reasonable interest, Owing 
however, to the page Council's resolution that no Jews were to take part 
in the administration of the Bank, and that only a limited percentage of Jews

THE CENTENARY OF THE EMPEROR WILLIAM I. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


Marcn 23. 
The whole of Germany has celebrated March 22nd, on which day, 100 years 


ago, the Emperor William I. wasborn. Under his reign out of the small Prussia, 
arose the united German Empire. The Emperor William I, was always penetrated 


by deep religious penny. and every success that attended him, he ascribed to 

rmation, at the age of 18 he promised : “I will evince a 
frank and ‘hearty goodwill towards all mankind, even to the lowliest, for they 
are all my brethren.” This he carried out in his whole life, and, therefore, he 
was always tolerant. A proof of this is found in a letter, which Karl von Wil- 
mowski, the Chief of the Prussian Civil Cabinet has written, in which he stated : 

“A religious Protestant, as the Emperor William I. is, could not understand 
how an educated man could be an Atheist, and he entirely disapproved of the 
inconsiderate orthodox and the Anti-Semitic agitation.” 

Thus it can well be comprehended that Emperor William I. made a Jew— 
Baron von Cohn—his Court-banker, and consulted him on all financial matters. 
The Jews gained several rights under Emperor William I., and they progressed 
on the path of emancipation ; they participated, therefore, gladly in the festivi- 
ties for the Centenary. Berlin was the centre of the celebration ; here the 
magnificent national monument of Emperor William I. was unveiled in the 
presence of the Emperor William II., foreign potentates, aristocracy and clergy. 
As representative of the Jewish community in Berlin, Rabbiner Dr. Maybaum 
was honoured with an invitation, and was present at the celebration. ; 

A special service was held last Sunday in all synagogues. In the New 
Synagogue (Oranienburger Strasse) the Vorstand and the Repraesententen were 
nearly all assembled. The Jewish veterans, decorated with their orders, were 
present with their flag ; the entire building, adorned with flowers and palms, was 
crowded. Punctually at 10 the organ played a voluntary and then the 
Kedusha, set to Lewandowski’s music, was chanted. Cantor Marksohn recited 
Psalm xxi., of which the following verses sound asif they were composed especially 
for this occasion: “The King shall joy in thy strength, O Lord, a in thy 
salvation how vreatly shall he rejoice! For thou presentest him with the 
blessings of goodness, thou settest a crown of pure gold on his head. He asked 
life of thee, and thou gavest it him, even longi: of days for ever and ever.” 

After the congregation had sung a hymn, written for the special service, 
Rabbiner Dr. Maybaum ascended the pulpit and delivered a most impressive 
sermon. He took as his text the two verses of Hallel: “This is) from 
the Eternal: it is marvellous in our eyes. This is the day, which the 
Eternal has appointed, we will rejoice and be glad thereon.’ He mentioned 
in the course of his remarks, how the Emperor William I[. had ever 
striven for the welfare of the nation, he ernphasised the Emperor's trust in God, 
and explained the reason why the Jews celebrated the day so joyously. He 
showed what the Emperor has done, how he did it, and for what purpose he had 
worked ; how all turned out as a blessing for his people, and all was so marvel- 
lous, because the Kternal had helped him to do it. The maxim of Emperor 
William [., “ Religion must be kept alive in the people,” was a source of blessing 
for his nation. May Kmperor valvian I. look down from the monument. erected 
to his memory on a nation which clings to his traditions, and is inspired with 
brotherly love and concord. |

DELIVERED AT THE DALSTON SYNAGOGUE ON THE J4TH MARCH, 189%, 
By true Rev. M. HYAMSON., 


We are assembled here this afternoon to celebrate the third annual service 
of the London Chevra Kadisha. Our first duty is to offer up our fervent 
gratitude to the Almighty for the work which we have been enabled to 
accomplish in the past twelve months, and to invoke the Divine Aid and cs 
upon our undertaking in the. future. Another purpose—equally important—o 
this service, and the Annual Meeting by which it will be followed, 1s to stimu- 
late interest in our movement, to enrol fresh recruits for our work, to strengthen 
the hands and encourage the hearts of those who already are with us. For we 
cannot disguise from ourselves the fact that our Chevra Kadishais still a delicate 
plant that requires careful nurture. This very circumstance, however, that we 
are to-day holding our third annual service is, to my mind, sufficient guarantee 
that the institution has come to stay; that the hardy plant which flourishes on 
every soil and in every clime’ has also” struck root) im our com- 
munity, will, as the years roll) on, increase in girth and_ breadth, 
in height and depth, and produce a bountiful crop of good works, What 
tenderer, truer, more disinterested form can philanthropy assume than 
in the directions advocated by “Our Holy Brotherhood ’—the visitation of the 
sick, watching by the bed-side of the dying, and the loving perforinance of the 
last sad and solemn rites to the dead. These functions form an important class 
of Gemiluth Chasadim, which our wise men tell us are superior to Tsedakah in 
three important respects, For whereas charity in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term —material assistance —can only be bestowed upon the necessitous and 
the indivent, loving-kindness may be shown to rich and poor alike. Whereas 
men differ, according to the means with which they have been blest. in their 
capacity for relieving poverty, all stand on the same level with regard to 
Gremiluth Chasadim for the performance of which neither shining silver nor 
glittering gold are essential, but only those precious jewels—a heart filled to over- 
flowing with the milk of human kindness, eyes that dim at the sight of suffering, 
a mind quick to sympathise with a brother's wretchedness, a willing spirit eager 
to do whatever lies in its power, be it great or small. to diminish the sum of 
human misery. On the platform of loving-kindness rich and poor meet, for God 
has made them both alike, alike in their susceptibility to the ills that flesh 1s heir 
to, alike in their capacity for suffering, alike in their need of sympathy. The 
third distinetion between the two great branches of  beneficence 1is_ that 
material help can only be bestowed upon those who are still in the land of the 
living, while loving-kindness can be shown not only to those who are still with 
us, but also to those who have gone to the bourne whence no_ traveller 
returns, Holy Writ gives us many noble illustrations of the fulfilment of the 
duties we owe to the dead. The first teacher of Monotheism, the founder 
of the Jewish race, who showed the world an example of courtly hospitality 
to wayfarers, is also) the great) exemplar, of tenderness to the dead. 
He not only weeps and mourns for his beloved spouse, but takes infinite 
pains to buy a freehold sepulchre where her remains may lie undisturbed. 
(Giood, thank God is, as contagious as evil. Tradition tells us that all the 
inhabitants of Hebron and the plains of Mamre round about paid the last 
tribute of their respect to our ancestress ; and the God of justice,—whose 
ken no good action, however slight and insignificant, ever escapes,— permitted 
these mourners to survive for 38 years to perform the same deeds of loving 
kindness to the dust of the Patriarch. Similarly, Joseph, who honoured his 
father during his lifetime, paid him honour after his death. And here too 
good example found imitators, The mighty cavaleade of Egyptians that 
followed the third Patriarch’s remains to their last resting place in Hebron, 
stopped at the threshing-floor of Atad. “ Why was it called Atad, which means 
thorns?” ask our wise men. “ Thorns are not threshed.” ‘“ Because,” they 
reply, “ Joseph placed the regalia of his office on his father’s bier ; the Egyptian 
rulers followed the Viceroy’s example ; the princes of Canaan did likewise ; and 
the bier, concealed beneath the shining points of numerous sovereign’s crowns, 
scemed protected by astrong, triple fence of glinting bramble points. Joseph, after 
many davs, received a return, measure for measure. Whenthe Israelites left the 
land of their servitude, laden with gold and silver and fine raiment, their leader 
took as his trophy nothing else than Joseph's bones. During the forty years’ 
wanderings in the wilderness, the coffin containing his remains was carried side 
by side with the Ark of the Testimony, which enshrined the two tables of stone 
on which God had written his Ten Words. A twin symbol of loyalty to the 
dead and loyalty to the God who lives for ever. Israel's deliverer, law-giver 
and leader was not permitted to see the full fruition of his work. He died in 
the land of Moab on the threshhold of the Promised Land, Who performed 
the last loving rites for him / None otherthan the Almighty Himself, Andevenas 
Jacob was spared the deyradation of burialina land where he would have been 
worshipped as a Nile-God, the great Law-giver’s grave, which no man knows, 
has been saved from the desecration of becoming a shrine for superstitious 
devotees. ‘There is no need to enlarge upon the high value Judaism places upon 
the loving and reverent performance of the last rites to the dear departed. 
Suffice it to say that that charming summer idyll, the Book of Ruth, which 
contains not a single precept, is worthy of the place it holds in our affections, if 
only for that gem.—* May God show you kindness even as you have shown 
kindness to the dead.” Important as is the study of the Torah in our religious 
system, we are particularly enjoined to interrupt it when a funeral cortege 
masses. Why do we attach so much importance to these sad functions’? Not 
wooed we would foster the superstition that the dead c'ay retains any 
capacity to feel, but because we believe that the body is a casket, which has 
enshrined a precious jewel, a lamp in which has burnt a holy flame, a mansion 
which has been thought -worthy to house as its sublime guest a daughter 
of Heaven, the soul, which is a portion of God himself. And even, when the 
jewel has been removed and the light has failed and the mansion is deserted, 
the poor dust is deserving of our reverence for the high uses to which 
it had once been put. The broken fragments of the first two tables of 
stone were sedulously preserved ib the Ark, with the second tables that 
were whole. pats AP to the @ead is loving-kindness to the living. When 
the hearts of mourners are crushed Yeneath the burden of a terrible grief, when 
their brains reel under the shock ofthe calamity they have sustained, a look of 
pity, a word of sympathy, an un@trusive deed of loving kindness is as balm to 
the wounded spirit, as medicine to the anguished soul and may save the sorely 
tried mind from the madness of despair. "This form of charity is, like all other 
forms, twice blest, Besides the beneficiaries, the benefactors reap a rich reward. 
By looking death in the face, we become stronger to fulfil our duties in life, It 
is of advantage to us to be reminded, now and again, that our earthly pil srimage 
is a progress over a frail bridge that joins eternity to eternity. Of incalculable 
benefit it is to us to have our thoughts directed to the haven of peace that awaits 
us at the end of our storm-tossed voyage, to the fair land of promise we shall enter 
at the close of our weary wanderings in the wilderness. Sustaining and strengthen- 
ing is the assurance, that when the silver cord is severed and the golden bowl is 
broken, man does not wholly die ; but his spirit 1s up-borne on the wings of

light. Amen.
